Altoona, Pa., Aug. 
16.—Wayside 
taverns of a century or more ago— 
some popular in Pennsylvania during 
Revolutionary days or even earlier— 
are coming into their own ap.ein aft­ 
er years of disuse. 
The tourist is 
responsible. 
Al­ 
though no information is available as 
to the exact number of the old places 
that have been rehabilitated it is es­ 
timated that many nlaces which had 
more than local fame in the early days 
of 
the 
Commonwealth and which 
finally lost their custom as the coun­ 
try developed and railroads carried the 
trade fronv their doors have found 
the tide of traffic returning to them 
as the number of tourists has in­ 
creased. 
Highway officials and hotel man­ 
agers say the present summer has 
been one of the heaviest for auto­ 
mobile tourists. 
Many are seeking 
out of the way places and historic 
points and avoid 
stopping 
in 
the 
cities With their more modern hostel­ 
ries. The result has been that enter­ 
prising restauratuers and other farm- 
rners who own the properties have 
remodeled the old places and turned 
them back to the uses for which they 
originally were built. 
Some of the oldest of the places 
were located in the intersections of 
what were important highways or 
trails in the earlier days. 
As traf­ 
fic turned away from them they were 
abandoned as taverns and converted 
into farm houses. Some of them had 
been so used for nearly a century.

gressive Bolshevist policy is plainly 
perceptible in southeastern Europe, 
including conspicuously the kingdom 
of the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, 
Bulgaria and Rumania. 
Recent arrests made by both Bul­ 
garian and Serbian authorities have 
revealed the workings of the Mos­ 
cow “Kom interne” in this part of the 
world. 
In many instances both here 
and across the Bulgarian frontier, 
search has 
disclosed 
weapons 
and 
Russian money has been found in Bel­ 
grade, Bucharest, and Sofia. 
Documents bearing the seal of the 
Moscow organization instructing or 
advising local organizations how to 
direct 
and 
intensify 
their 
Com­ 
munistic efforts in a Ruskinn Bolshe­ 
vik direction are among the evidence 
seized. 
Augment U nrest 
In 
southern 
Serbia 
Bolshevist 
agents, the local 
authorites report, 
are augm enting the discontent of the 
population 
by assuring 
them th at 
only by the help of Soviet Russia will 
the rights of which they consider 
themselves deprived be restored. 
Discussing this phase of the situa­ 
tion, 
the 
new spaper 
Vreme 
says: 
“ Long ago the government obtained 
information 
that

“Communistic action in the Balkans 
is carried out under precise instruc­ 
tions from a Communistic organiza­ 
tion in Moscow, whose orders all the 
Communistic 
organizations 
in 
the 
Balkans obey. 
Combat Labor 
“The government has decided to 
dissolve all labor organizations that 
lend themselves to Bolshevist pro­ 
paganda.” 
In Rumania Bolshevist action is 
aimed at ham pering the government 
and supporting any opposition to the 
maintenance of order as at present 
constituted. 
In 
Rumania 
the Bol­ 
shevist agents and their local instru­ 
ments aim directly at gaining an ad­ 
vantage for Soviet Russia 
in 
the 
event of a campaign to recover Bes­ 
sarabia for Russia. 
In Bulgaria recent 
arrests 
have 
shown 
a 
marked 
renewal of Bol­ 
shevist campaigning. 
In addition to 
the Bulgarian Communists, whose or­ 
ganization has been prohibited by the 
law for the defense of the state, the 
Bolshevist agents in Bulgaria, it has 
been shown, are co-operating both 
with the A grarians, the party of the 
late Alexander 
Stamboulisky, 
and 
with the “Narrow' Socialists.”
